These coins struck by private assayers and mints in the United States constitute one of the most 
interesting series in the numismatics of our country. The first coinage by Templeton Reid, in 1830, in 
Georgia... then the Bechtlers struck gold coins from 1831 to 1842 (or later) at their mint in 
Rutherford, N. C. with the gold from Georgia and North Carolina. The discovery of gold in California 
resulted in an almost immediate need for coins as a medium of exchange rather than bags of gold dust. 
In 1849 several firms struck coins and the Mormon $20 struck in 1849 also grew out of the same 
necessity. The Colorado mines produced sufficient gold that the firm of Clark, Gruber & Co. in Denver 
provided about $500,000 worth of coins in 1860 and 1861. Oregon had the same need for a medium 
of exchange and produced two very rare coins in 1849 ... the Beaver $5 and $10.

Draped bust. Breen 25: 1-A (Rarity 3). Cohen 1, Gilbert 1, The only variety for the 
year and the first year of the design. Very Fine, the usual uneven strike, very flatly 
struck on haircurls and parts of LIBERTY, several areas around the wreath and 
ribbon knot on rev.; identifiable by a shallow diagonal planchet lamination defect on 
cheek. Very dark brown with some deep reddish color here and there around the 
devices. 


High, Crosslet 4; Stems to Wreath. Close Date.Breen 41: 5-E (R-2). Cohen 10, Gilbert 
4. Very Fine, dark olive brown surfaces with faint remnants of reddish color, the 
latter probably from old cleaning; usual signs of handling, including some light pin 
scratches, none serious. 


Plain 4; Stemless. Breen 43: 6-F (R-1). Cohen 13, Gilbert 2. Very Fine, mostly bold 
for the grade, though with a few isolated areas of weakness from uneven striking. 
Dark brown, comparatively clean surfaces, a couple of tiny edge nicks at r. obv. 
border are of little consequence. 


Spiked Chin. Crosslet 4; Stems to Wreath; A nearly touches ribbon. Breen 39: 3-E 
(R-2). Cohen 8, Gilbert 7. Almost Uncirculated-50 with highly attractive surfaces 
displaying nearly full mint bloom, beautifully patinated light reddish brown with 
hints of mint color, obviously wholly faded down from the original red. A glass 
discloses a few tiny signs of abrasions mostly “hidden” upon the devices, none of any 
importance. 


Large 5; Stems to Wreath. Breen 48: 3-C (R-2). Cohen 4, Gilbert 2. Fine, lightly 
granular surfaces, cleaned long ago, and now mostly retoned a natural appearing pale 
steel-brown together with a few scatterings of artificial red. 


Small high 6; Stemless. Breen 51: 2-B (R-1). Cohen 1, Gilbert 1. Extremely Fine, 
medium brown surfaces with much red color adhering on both sides, some of it 
original, some artificial. A few microscopic signs of handling, together with traces of 
minutely roughened darker patina around some leaves of wreath. 


Breen 53: 1-A (R-2). Cohen 1, Gilbert 1. The only variety for this year. A difficult 
coin to grade, due to the always seen indefinite soft strike, though Very Fine where 
the details are struck well enough to determine grade, other details such as central 
haircurls and leaves at left wreath very weakly impressed. Dark brown, somewhat 
lustrous and comparatively clean for the grade, despite a few microscopic traces of 
verdigris. 

Late die state, struck from rusted dies that are too worn to show any border 


milling, and with a small wavy crack r. top of serif of 7 to under bust line, also 
continues left through top of serif of 7 to top of O.

Extremely Fine, variegated 
shades of dark brown and olive, with comparatively clean and glossy surfaces;

Thirteen Stars; PHL right of S. Extremely 
Fine, some details nearer to AU, clean and attractive surfaces, dark brown overlaid 
with a thin layer of pale bluish iridescence, together with touches of deep reddish 
undertones from an old cleaning; a couple of barely perceptible obv. rim nicks do not 
disturb nor detract. 


Very Fine, some areas with 
claims to a slightly higher grade, but the usual blunt strike, the weakness primarily 
upon the wreath. Dark olive-brown, faint traces of mint lustre evident around some 
peripheral devices; few signs of contact on either side.

Breen 116: 2-D (R-2). Cohen 1, Gilbert 3. Large Date. Extremely Fine or 
thereabouts, an even light chocolate brown patina, but the obverse is thoroughly 
peppered with numerous small nicks and pin scratches, converse to the comparatively 
clean reverse. 


Breen 118: 1-B (R-2). Cohen 1, Gilbert 1. Nearly Extremely Fine, though with its 
quota of minute handling marks, including a couple on the edges. Mostly light tan, 
the reverse showing some artificial red color.

More or less 
Extremely Fine overall, some details nearly of full mint sharpness, but wholly 
cleaned with an eraser long ago, and now toned to a very unnatural pale greenish 
color, showing irregular areas of light mauve. 

Mint State-60, beautifully 
lustrous, dark olive and tinges of mint red, the latter being more prominent upon the 
reverse.

Very Fine-25, despite the obscuring of some details by 
the advanced stage of the die swellings. Very dark brown and black, the reverse with 
a few light scattered touches of roughness, of no real consequence. A glass discloses 
some faint pin scratches on obverse.

Ruby’s example, which was also grade as ‘“‘Fine”’.

Overall, at least Fine, though with the sharpness of EF or slightly better where struck 
up, rather unevenly impressed on the wreaths at lower r., and most of the entire left 
branch and legends.

the surfaces now patinated dark brown and black.

Sheldon 251 (R-2), Newcomb 9, Doughty 190, Farthest 1 and 3; Short fraction bar. 
Very Good-10. This would normally grade VF, except for a large gouge-like defect on 
back haircurls, together with several plain nicks on rev. Aside from the mishandling, 
the surfaces are otherwise highly glossy and smooth, richly toned dark chocolate with 
faint lighter olive modulations on obv., the rev, with several areas of deep vermillon 
patina.
